States  that  he  with  a  number  of  friends  in  Baalsrbon  concealed  the  late  Maj. 
McAlpin  for  18  -weeks  in  the  midst  of  his  enemies  until  he  joined  General  Bur- 
goyne.  Major  McAlpine  employed  your  petitioner  to  receive  express  from  him  and 
send  back  whatever  intelligence  coiild  be  got  to  promote  His  Majesty's  service. 
He  also  assisted  a  number  of  Loyalists  to  join.  Had  several  journeys  to  Albany 
and  Schenectady  to  collect  information.  Major  Mc Alpine  returned  your  memorialist 
as  Quarter  Master  of  his  Corps,  which  can  be  proved  by  some  of  the  officers  of 
the  said  Corps.  Was  forced  to  leave  Baalston  last  October  and  go  to  Canada. 

States  that  he  lost  a  competent  fortune  by  the  present  rebellion.  Formerly 
lived  in  Boston  Government  and  had  ray  House  and  Store  burnt  by  His  Majesty's 
troops  when  Bedford  to  Dartmouth  was  burnt.
